the farmer may not always, realize the 
highest market prices for the grain fed 
te his hogs, the otherwise unsalable 
products for which the hogs have pro- 
vided a market will generally, under 
# careful system of feeding, mueh more 
than make up the deficiency. 


WHERE IS THE PROFIT? 


What does the farmer gain by sacri 
ficitg his hogs and’ selling his grain? 
In the first place, he Obtains preyail- 
ing markeb prices for his grain, which 
might, or might nol, haye ‘been dbfained 
had the grain been fed to hogs. Sec- 
ondly, he saves the labor of feeding 
the hogs, Thirdly, he has less risk, 
and less capital invested. Against 
this, he has incurred a heavy loss by 
dispdsing of his stock on a glulted 
market. He still has the labor of olean- 
ing the grain and teaming it to market. 
He has lost the sale of a number of 
products which the hogs could profit- 
‘ably utilize, He has sokl a lot of Valu- 
able fertility, the’ absence of whith 
will lessen his next crop. and honce 
increase the cost, of production, He 
has placed himself in a position where 
he cannot. take advantage of the high 
prices for finished hogs which seem. cer- 
{ain to prevail when ‘the present excitd- 


ment has burned itself out; and, affer]: 


all, ho is not absolutely certain that 
he got’any more for his grain than ‘f 
he had fed it to his hogs. This: last 
point calls for further consideration. 
SOME IMPORTANT -FIGURES.

“SKY-FLYING TAUGHT HERE.” 


Institutions Where the Management of 
Balloons is Taught. 


A few months ago a school was 
opened at Chemnilz, Germany, for 
theoretical and practical training in the 
construction and management of air- 
ships, The director, Herr Paul Spiegel, 
js a man of exceptional ability and of 
broad experience in every phase of bal- 
locn construction and management. He 
has made over 600 ascents, 

The tuilion for a year's course has 
been fixed at $150, payable in monthly 
instalments, amination will be held 
at the close of the course next April, and 
certificates of proficiency will be given 
the graduates. The training will be 
ccnfined almost exclusively to the field 
©; balloon construction and operation. 

In France there is no actual school 
for training aeronauts in which a definite 
course is pursued, Such practice and 
instruction in aerostation as is offered 
is provided by the clubs and by the 
government in connection with the mil- 
ilary service. 

In Paris there are four impertant 
acronaulical “societies or ballooning 
clubs, and five similar organizations @x= 
ist elsewhere in France, ‘These clubs 
were created for the promotion and 
pructite of ballooning us a sport, as well 
1s for scientific study and experiments, 
In some of these young men are given 
practical training, taught the theory and 
construction and us6e of balloons, their 
proper care and navigation, 

If the students acquire a certain pro- 
ficiency and pass n prescribed examina- 
tion, they are permitted, when drawn for 
military service, to enter the Bataillon 
d'Aerostiers, established in the old zoo- 
logicul garden located between Ver- 
suilles and St. Cyr. The post is under 
the control of a commandant, and the 
men ore taught and practise the hand- 
ling and care of the Government bal- 
loons, of which there are several of a 
capacity of less than 900 cubie metres, 

The second and more important in- 
stitution ef this kind in France is known 
as the Btablissement Centra) du Materiel 
de VAerostution Militaire, at Chalais- 
Meudon, midway between Paris and 
Vensailles, It has been in existence 
nearly 100 years, and is divided into two 
general departments—the factory where 
the balloons and equipments are made, 
and the department of testis and expert.

IFALL AND WINTER FEED FOR SHEEP. 


though some additional feed may be 
supplied with advantage as the pas 
tures begin to fail. For the transition 
from pasture to winter feed dhere 
Should be in readiness some succulent 
crop on which the flock may be folded 
for a few hours daily until fully ac- 
customed to the change, afler which 
they may remain on the ground all the 
lime. For this purpose, rape formg a 
relable crop. Care is necessary not to 
allow too free access at first, as when 
wet with dew or rain there is danger 
of bloating; but such troubles may be 
avoided by - keeping the flock on a 
near-by pasture and turning into the 
rape patch for a few hours daily dur- 
ing the middle of the day, -returning 
fo the pasture in the evening. Later the 
sheep may be allowed to remain in the 
rope patch all the time confining them 
during the night in portions previously 
eaten off and supplying a small feed of 
bay in racks 

Following rape, a patch of turnips 
{) be eaten off on the ground, with an 
allowance of hay, will put the flock *n 
good condition for going into wiater 
quarters. 

For the winter ration, as far as rough- 
age goes, there is none better than 
geod clover hay, or than corn fodder; 
cat or barley straw may be used also 
With good resulls.

WAYS WITH THE PARSNIP. 


“Fair words buller no parsnips, 
says the old proverb, and in truth, 
those of uso who are most fond of them 
know that they are both more altrac- 
live and alatable with butter, But 
parsnips, even if old, need not be dry, 
as there are many good ways of pre- 
paring them, and this fine, fleshy root, 
with its 10.8 per cent, of carbohydrates 
and valuable cellulose (of yalue when 
rigatly cvoked, well masticated, and 
therefore, well digested), is deserving 
of thorough appreciation, It is found 
in Europe end Asia and is also a na- 
live fo England. In Erin's Isle one 
might guess that it would be cultivat 
e) for ase as a home-brewed ferment- 
ed drink as well as food for both man 
ond beast. The fibrous tendency of the 
parsnip makes it necessary to cook 
carefully (vspecially if not in its ten- 
derest stages and inclined to strength 
ol flavor) in unsalted water, in an un- 


tlled in sheets for two or three hours, 
then fron while damp. 

All puddings that should be amooth 
an] creamy, such as cuslard, rice and 
tapioca, ought to bake or steam slow: 
ly. If they ere cooked rapidly they 
are apt t6 curdle, 

To clean a lamp burner, remove {t 
{from the lamp, soak it several hours 
in strong washing soda and very hot 
walter, then dry every part carefully. 

Cleaning soap is more effeckive in 
powdered form. Shave a bar with a 
knife, which will powder it. Then put) 
in an old salt shaker and keep ine 
baondy place near the sink. 

When window shades will not roll 
Up, take the left hand end roller from 
the socket while the shadé is half way, 
down and with the other end in place 
roll the shade up.

The Crown Prince of Germany has be 
come a junior clerk “in one of the de- 
partments of tho Ministry of the Interior, 
Ife took his seat one morning on a stool 
at a desk at nine o'clocis like other clerks 
in the department. and remained at work 
wilh the reguintion intervals until six 
o'clock in the evening. For twelve 
months he will apply himself to a thor- 
ough study of the work of this important 
Miistry, and will be subject to exactly 
the same discipline as the civil servants 
who share his Jabors. ‘This stop has been 
taken al the Crown Prince's personal 
request. During the year of lis appren- 
ticeship he has been absolved from all 
military duties. The intvicacles of Prus- 
sian internal administration are the de- 
spoir of German slutesmen, but the 
Crown Prince has set himself the task of 
mastering them in all their delails, and 
for this purpose has started in the low- 
est “Yank. He will work his way up 
through all tho grades of the Civil Ser- 
vice. 

Miss Braddon chatted recently about 
her methods of story-wriling. “It is in 
those brooding hours described by Tyn- 
dall, ‘when Thought sits waiting and 
Fancy holds the door,’ that the plots of 
my. stories builf themselves — very 
readily,” said Miss Braddon. “This, 
surmise, is the case with all habitual 
scribblers, whose chief difficulty, I fancy, 
is of selection, rather than of invention. 
When my tale has been chosen I carry it 
about, in the shape of portable mental 
Inggage, for a long time, adding to it, 
shaping it, rounding it off as opportunity 
occurs. Then comes the pen and paper 
stage—noletaking, and so on; and then 
it is time seriously to tackle the lask and 
write the book itself. I do not mind 
where I write or when, but it is my opin- 
ion that it is in travel, strange sur- 
roundings, and the sense of pleasurable 
excitement that hangs over exploration, 
even of the most modest sort, the pen 
impetus comes most strongly.” 


Judging by the incomes allowed them 
bv the countries over which they reign, 
King Leopold of Belgium is one of the 
poorest of Furopean monarchs. He re- 
ceives only $875,000 a year, bul his busi- 
ness interests bring him in five or six 
limes that amount. King Alfonso can 
spend his aslowance of $2,856,000 pretty 
made for other member's of the Spanish 
Royal Family outside this sum. He is, 
in fact, better off than King Edward, 
who, although he receives $2,350,000 a 
year, has to set aside nearly three-quar- 
fers of his income for household ex- 
penses, salaries, pensions, charitfos, and 
rewards. The German Emperor's ex- 
penses, loo, ure very great, and he finds 
it no easy matter at times to mako both 
ends meet wilh his allowance of $650,- 
009 as German Emperor and the salary 
oi $3,935,000 which he draws as King of 
Prussia. The Emperor of Austria, who 
is, of course, King of Hungary, also has 
tivo salaries, (he amount in each ease be- 
ing nearly $2,810,000, while the King of 
Italy receives $3,750,000 a year.

He is fond, however, of telling of 
an incident which happened in his early 
days, concerning an astute mother who 
fereed him to raise her son's wages be- 
cause Sir Thomas had presented him 
with a brand-new suit of clothes, Sir 
Thomas started business with one assis- 
tant, a boy of fourteen, who was willing 
ond honest.

Choeso Logs.—One cup of grated 
cheese; one-half cup butter; one cup of 
fleur; one-half tenspoon salt; enough 
water to make a stiff dough. Flour the 
pustry board, roll with hands into one 
long roll about one inch in diameter.

Lamb Stew.—Three pounds breast of 
lamb cut in small pieces. Boil twenty 
minutes, take off and wash clean to re- 
move any taste of wool. Place in a 
saucepan, cover with water and two bay 
leaves and a tablespoonful of salt, Let 
boil one hour, then add one can toma- 
toes, three finely chopped onions, one 
can of green peas, six polaloes cut in 
ico shape, pinch of cayenne pepper, and 
let cook one-half hour slowly. Thicken 
just a little and serve on hot plates. 

Dinner Soup.—Take one cup of chop- 
ped chicken meat, one pint of strong 
chicken broth, one pint of sweel cream, 
half a cup of cracker crumbs, three yolks 
of eggs, one teaspoonful of salt, one-half 
teaspoonful of pepper. Soak the cracker 
crumhs in a litte of the cream. * Break 
the three eggs, separate the whites from 
the yolks, and carefully drop the yolks 
into hot water, boiling them until hard. 
Mix the soaked crackens with the meat. 
press tho hard egg yolks through a 
ecarse strainer and put them in, and 
also the salt, pepper and broth. Then 
sirain all through a colander, adding 
the cream,. a little at a time, and press- 
ing through all the meat. Boil for five 
minutes and serve. 


OYSTER DAINTIES. 


Shirred Oysters—Chop fine twenty- 
five large oysters, add the beaten yolks 
of two eggs, two lablespoonfuls cream, 
dry bread crumbs to thicken, and sall 
and popper to laste, Fill the clean shells 
with the mixture and bake until lightly 
browned. 

Panned Oysters.—Cover the boltom of 
a baking dish with oysters and a litle 
of their own liquor, not enough to float 
them. Cover tightly and bake five min- 
utes in a quick oven. Serve on buttered 
toast and pour over them the hot liquor 
from the pan.

It thus appears that the failure 
of grass to grow well near treos should 
no! be ascribed to too much shade, nor 
te the exhaustion by the tree rools of tha 
food supply needed by (he grass.

If you bring to your work the spirit 
of an artist Instead of an artisan; If 
you bring a burning zeal, an all ab- 
sorbing enthusiasm; if you determine 
to put the best there Is In you In ey- 
erything you do, no matter what it fs, 
you will not long be troubled with a 
sense of drudgery. Everything de- 
fends on the spirit we bring to the 
task. The right spirit makes an artist 
fn the humblest task, while the wrong 


spirit makes an artisan in any calling, 
no matter how high.* 

There is @ dignity, an indescribable 
quality of superiority, in everything 
we do which we thoroughly and hon- 
estly respect. There is nothing belit- 
tling or menial which has to be done 
for the welfare of the race. 

You cannot afford to give the mere 
dregs, the mere leayings of your ener- 
gies, to your work, The best in you fs

ASKED GERMAN AID. 


Blow Struck at British Prestige in East 
Africa. 


A severe blow hus been struck at 
British prestige among the nalive tribes 
of Bast Africa by an alarming incident 
concerning which absolute reliance may 
be placed on the following facts: 

Some time ago soldiers forming the 
bedyguard of the Sultan of Zanzibar 
mutinied, ard for several days the Sul 
fan was in serious danger, He was 
menaced with death, or at least de- 
thronement, 

The Sultan, Ali Ben Hamud, in this 
predicament, appealed to the Brilish 
Consulate General for assistance, This 
appeal was natural and legitimate, 
since Zanzibar is not entirely an tn- 
dependent monarchy, but a Brilish 
protectorate. The Sultan had, there- 
fore, distinct right to claim British aid 
in the hour of need, 

The British ‘Consul General was ab- 
sent, and the Vice-Consul in charge 
was obliged to inform the Sultan that 
there was no British warship within 
hundreds of miles, so that the prompt 


assistance required was impossible. 
But, recognizing the urgency of the 
ease, the Vice-Consul telegraphed to 


the oaplain of the German cruiser Buz- 
ward, then lying: al Der-es-Salaom, the 
capial of German East Africa, asking 
him to hasten {to East Zanzibar to quell 
the palace disturbance, 

The caplocn of the Buzzard hesitated 
to intervene in a British protectorate 
on his own responsibility, and cabled 
t Berlin for orders, ‘he German Ad- 
mirally referred the matter lo the Em- 
peror, who immediately ordered that 
any assistance required by the Brilish 
authorilies at Zanzibar should be ~Nen 
with jhe least possible delay. 

Thereupon the Buzzard proceeded, 
full speed, to Zanzibar, to restore or- 
der. The captain of the Buzzard had 
orders from Berlin to land a foree, if 
necessary, and garrison the palace by 
German bluejackets, so long as it seem- 
ed desirable. 

It appears, however, that matters did 
no! reach this pitch, bul the mutineers 
were partly overpowered and parlly 
persuaded to return to duty by their 
English and other European officers. 
The Sullan’s troops ave commanded by! 
a Brilish officer, Brigadier-General 
Raikes. 

Subsequently, the Brilish Government 
sent a cordial message of thanks to 
the German, Government ‘for its friend- 
jy actidn at Zanzibar. 

The incident made a deep impres- 
sion not only on the natives of Zan- 
zibar, but also all along the coast: and 
far into the interior, It is hardly pos- 
sible to explain how much of prestige 
Britain suffered in the estimation of tne 
natives by an incident such as this.

FRANCE IS STILL JEALOUS. 


Occupation of Egypt by 
Still Rankles. 


Every now and again an incident oc- 
curs to show that the jealousy caused 
by the English occupation of Egypt has 
not entirely abated in France. The re- 
cent resignation of the French director 
of the Khedival law school at Cairo and 
the appointment of an Englishman in 
his place caused a little scene in the 
Chamber of Deputies the other day. M. 
Renazet charged England with syste- 
matically opposing the teaching of 
French law in Egypt. M,. Pichon, the 
French minister of foreign affairs, in his 
official reply said: “It is true that M. 
Lambert left his post without our diplo- 
matic agent in Cairo having been in- 
formed. Our representative was, there- 
fore, unable to put forward the satisfac- 
tory reason why the Khedival school 
should be maintained under the charge 
o' a Frenchman. 

“We have not failed to express to the 
British Government our desire to see that 
great power, fo which we are united by 
a close and cordial entente, show con- 
sideration for the interests of France in 
I-gypt, particularly. as regards education, 
We have taken an important part in 
the work of education in Egypt, more 
especially in regard to law. Egyptian

legislation is inspired by our own, and 


it is impossible that the Brilish Govern- 
tment should not find in the fact of its 
friendship for us adequate motives for 
the recognition of this situation.”

Pa,, January 14.—One | 
hundred and fifty mostly | 
women and children, were trampled 
and burned to death, and two hund- 
red were injured, many retally, in al 
fire which destroyed Rhoades Opera | 
House here last night. The catas- 
trophe resembled the Iroquois theatre 
fire horror in Chicago and the Slocum 
disaster in New York, where hundreds | 
of women and children perished. 

Nearly every family in the little vil- 
lage of 2,500 inhabitants is bereft and 
in many cases entire families are wiped 
out. The opera house, which was a 
fire trap, went. up like powder, and 
was in ruins in 15 minutes. The 
greatest loss of life was at the double 
doors at one end of the long hall, the 
only exit where the fear-maddened 
crowd fought to escape, trampled each 
other, and became jammed and ellie 
less while the flames spreading quickly 
overtook and consumed them, There 
were more than 400 persons in the 
opera house, most of them members 
of St. John’s Lutheran Church, They 
were witnessing a play called “ The 
Scottish Reformation,” given by an 
amateur company composed of young 
society people in Boyertown and 
Pottstown. 

Mrs. E. E. Mayers, of Washington, 
who is believed to be among the lost, 
was managing the company. Besides 
the society people there were mem- 
bers of St. John’s Sunday School. 
Many, if not all of the company are 
belieyed to have perished, The total 
loss of lite will not be known till the 
authorities take a census of the town. 
The explosion of a gasoline tank con- 
nected with a moying picture machine 
started the fire.

When the explosion 
occurred some one yelled ‘‘fire” and 
in a remarkably short time the centre 
of the opera house was a blazing fur- 
nace. The rapidity with which the 
flames spread was caused by the up- 
setting of the coal oil used at the foot- 
lights, by some of the persons on the 
stage who endeayored to allay the 
fright of the women and children in 
the audience. 

Eyen the men seemed to lose all 
control of themselves, and fought 
with the women and childrenin their 
effort to reach the street. In this 
manner many women and children 
who might otherwise have escaped the 
flames. were forced back and tramp- 
led to death. Particularly was this 
the case with those who were caught 
on the stairway. 

Pandemonium regined, and in the 
mad scramble for the exits the 
weaker ones were brushed aside and 
in many instances killed. 

Scores of persons on the second floor 
seeing the awful jam on the stairways 
risked their lives by jumping from the 
windows. Several of these were so 
badly injured that they died. 

Boyertown is°a village of about 
2,500 population and there is scarcely a 
home in the little town that has not 
been afflicted by last night's fire. 
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Jailer Won't Get Magistrate 


Alpheus F. Wood will not be Locked up because He Wrote a 
Letter Defending Himself—Notice of an Action does 
not Begin One, says Justice Mabee.

Mr. Justice Mabee this morning re- 
fused the application to commit 
Alpheus F. Wood, Police Magistrate of 
Madoc, for publishing a letter in the 
Norru Hastings REVIEW comment- 
ing severely on the steps taken to en- 
deaver to collect $10,000 damages 
against him for alleged false imprison- 
ment of one Lowry, who was accused 
of having appropriated a horse and 
rig, the property of another man, and 
was sent down for four months, being 
afterwards, however, released, owing 
to irregularity in the proceedings. 

ONLY THE NOTICE SERVED, 

Counsel for the magistrate claimed 
that as only a notice of action had 
been served upon him, no action was 
veally pending until the writ issued. 
This view of the case was taken by the 
judge. 

“This motion affects the liberty of 
the subject, and all steps must be fully 
complied with,” said he, 

“There was no action in court at 
the time of publication, and to my 
mind there was nothing in the letter 
which could prejudice the action if it 
was ever brought. 

“T think,” continued his Lordship, 
“that in the case of an aged magis- 
trate who has acted for over forty 
years it is reasonable that he should 
2 allowed to place his explanation be- 
fore the publie.” 

“The application was ill-advised and 
without proper foundation, and will 
be dismissed with costs, payable by 
the pluintiffs forthwith, and I shall 
also make an order that the action be 
stayed until these costs are paid.”

THE STOCK GAMBLE. 


How Shares Change Hande on the 
New York Stock Exchange. 
Last year there were 43,399,710 


shares of Reading stock sold on the 
floor of the New York Stock Dxchange, 
with a total par yalue of $2,150,000,000. 

Now, the whole issued capital stock 
of the Reading Rallroad company is 
only $140,000,000. Of this at least $60, 
000,000 is held by the Baltimore and 
Ohio company, and at least $30,000,000 
is continuously held by investors. 

This leayes only $50,000,000 of Read 
ing stock available for market opera 
tions, so that the whole floating sup 
ply of this one stock must have chang 
ed hands forty-three times in 1906. 

Last year there were 36,751,600 
shares of Union Pacific stock, with a 
face value of $3,675,160,000, dealt in on 
the floor of the stock exchange. 

The average of the whole issued 
stock of the company in 1906 was 
about $175,000,000, of which not less 
than $43,750,000 was held by perma- 
nent investors, leaving only $131,000,- 
000 available for speculative purposes. 

According to these figures, every 
available share of Union Pacific stock 
changed hands on the floor of the New 


York Stock WBxchange twenty-eight 
Umes. 
Take Southern Pacific stock, of 


which 11,833,230 shares, with a face 
value of $1,183,323,000, were sold in 
the exchange in the same year. 

The whole capital stock of the South- 
ern Pacific company is $197,849,258. 
Of this $90,000,000 is held by the Un- 
fon Pacific company, Estimating the 
shares held by permanent investors at 
$30,000,000, there would be left for 
speculation only $77,849,258. 

So that it is reasonably certain that 
eyery share of Southern Pacific stock 
in the market changed hands at least 
tifteen times in the year.—James Creel- 
mun in Pearson's. 


Emperor Who Must Die Standing. 

The emperor of Austria during his 
illness has insisted on transacting state 
business as usual, As soon as he left 
the nursery he began a course of train- 
ing to fit himself for the high position 
he was to fill. At sixteen he was an 
ncecomplished linguist and a scientific 
expert of no mean degree. He could 
ride and hunt with the tireless energy 
of a hardy sportsman, and his st 
in literature and jurisprudence 
conducted under the most celebrated 
scholars of continental Europe. That 
such a course of training did not react 
upon his health is doubtless due to his 
remarkable memory, which even now 
is said to enable him to recall the face 
of the humblest of his subjects, no 
matter how long the lapse of time. It 
is a tradition of the Austrian royal 
house that no emperor must die lying 
down. He must stand up to receive the 
last dread messenger.—London Tit 
Bits.

“The questions relatiug to the soil 
involving grain growing, drainage, 
and weeds were mostly the subjects 
for discussion. It would appear that 
the day was coming back when local 
talent, would be in great demand, 
judging from the attitude, of fellow 
farmers, in listening to what local 
men had to say.” 

“Farmers now, more than ever, 
should meet together and discuss not 
only farm economies, but co-operation 
in putting the products of the farm on 
the world’s markets tothe very best 
advantage to both buyers and sellers.” 

‘* We found that where there was a 
good Women's Institute there was 
generally « good Farmers’ Institute. 

“I fonnd in discussing the weed 
question, that the Perennial Sow 
Thistle is gaining ground rapidly, and 
the farmers are of the opinion that 
some legislation is needful to compel 
the destruction of this weed before it 
goes toseed, There are careless far- 
mers in every locality, and these are 
the means by which this weed is 
spreading, A farmer who is trying to 
get rid of this weed by cultiyation, is 
only making a better bed for the seed 
froin the caveless farmer's place, and I 
feel something skould be done to help 
these farmers get vid of the pest.” 

“ Around Bowmanyille this weed is 
gaining ground so fast, that fear is 
entertained by some who haye young 
orchards that it will choke and starve 
out their trees.” 

“In West Hastings, young men 
have been appointed this year as 
officers, und realizing the able work 
done by the Institute pioneers in the 
work, they are making every effort to 
accomplish even greater results in the 
future than their predecessors in the 
past, Asaresult they have already 
secured the largest membership for 
1907-1908 that West Hastings has ever 
given, and there are yeta number of 
supplementary meetings to be held

Amongst the most wonderful feats 
accoinplished by the blind must rank 
those of sightless men who, in spite of

‘Mr, Vincent Laurens, a blind jaurna- 
lst, waiked from Manchester to Glas- 
fow, calling first at Warrington and 
‘Liverpool, and gave lectures at varl- 
ous halls en roule. A year later, James 
‘ONeill, popularly known as “Blind 
Yemmy,” walked unaided from Cam- 
buslang, near Glasgow, to London, in 
his sixtieth year. O'Neill has had a 
striking career, Before he became 
blind, twenty years ago, he was a well- 
known walker, swimmer, and boxer, 
Ho had been ao soldier ond a miner, and 
Was a pony-driver in the High Blantyre 
Pit when over 200 men were killed in 
the lervible explosion of 1877. In 1904, 
foo, Mr. J. C, Snape, of Liverpool, al- 
though totally blind, walked from 
Blackpool to Margate, covering ap- 
proximalely a distance of 460 miles.

CRUSADE AGAINST RATS, 


Effort Being Made to Exterminate 
the Pests, 


An effort is fo be made at last to deal 
with the plague of rats in England on a 
ecrious ond comprehensive basis, In 
fact, a sociely has been formed for he 
ey termination of vals and other vermin, 

It is estimaled that in Great Britain 
the damage done in one year by rats ex- 
ceeds $50,000,000, At the docks, where 
they have come to be regarded as a ter- 
rible though ineradicable evil, they have 
been known to consume whole carcases 
of bullocks, and scarcely a ship comes 


An 


into dock which is nol overrun with 
them. ‘They have been known to de- 
stroy whole crops of wheat, and in- 


numerablo fowls and pheasants havo 
been killed and destroyed, Bulehers’, 
bakens’, and grocers’ shops, granaries 
and factories—there is scarcely a house 
or store in the country that does not 
sulfer come joss from their depredations, 

But the chief danger is in the hygienic 
aspect of the rats. ‘frichinosis has been 
traced to the rats, which infect the pigs, 
and subsequently the peoplo who eat 
pork. ‘The vapid spread of opidemics and 
plagues has also been traced to these 
rodents. 

Many atlempla have been made to 
Golve the problem of extermination, the 
difficulty of which can be appreciated 
from tho fact that they multiply at the 
rate of 800 a year from one pair. The 
reat-catoher has been abandoned in some 
docks for polson and cals, but though 
these have been found to keep down the 
numbers and lessen the damage, they 
can do little towards exterminating the 
pest, 


It is safe lo say that the greatest pro- 
portion of accidents during the chase 
are caused by this wire. The horse 
leaps a fence. He has nol seen that 
iv is wired and does nol jump high 
enough, his feet catch in the wire and 
crash, down come horse and rider,’ the 
one useless forever for the hunt, and 
the other wilh only a broken leg if he 
is lucky, or very serious injuries if he 
is nol. 

Then in other cases the horse runs 
1 clear the fence, sees the wire, comes 
fe a short slop, and this time it is the 
huntsman who is the greater sufferer, 
for he is violently thrown and is gen- 
erally picked up with a broken neck 
or several smashed ribs.

“Bul the amount of reformation,‘ 
the report observes, “is not the only 
test of the utility of these reformatories. 
The benefits . obtained from the main- 
tenance’ of a certified inebriate reform- 
atory may be looked for more in re 
moving the pernicious-infuence of the 
worstof drunkards froma town or from 
a district, than in the reformation of a 
few." 

To substantiate this, the experience 
of Greenock is quoted. That town is 
posséssed of a certified inebriate re- 
formatory of sufficient size to deal with 
al its most degraded drunken women, 
and since its eslablishment female ap- 
prehensions by the police have dimin- 
ished by 25 per cent. Thus these re- 
formatories shouldbe considered as 
preventative rather than as curative

John MeQuaker of Owen Sound, Pre- 
Bident of the association, Stated in his 
address that the past year had been a 
good one in the dairying business in 
avestern Ontario, About $35,882 had, 
the said, been spent in improvements on 
Wactories, and $16,954 on creameries in 
the territory. The prices for dairy pro- 
Wuols during 1907 had been generally 
Nigh, and a larger percentage of bul 
ter and cheese had been consumed at 
home than had hitherlo been the Case, 


LACK OF FARM LABOR, 


The scarcity of farm labor was ac- 
gounted for by Mr. J. H. Grisdale of 
Ottawa as due to the fact thal farmers 
Avill nol make all-year contracts with 
their help. “Let me tell you this,” he 
said; “you can yet labor, and good la- 
or at that, if you will engage your 
man for a year. How can you expect 
dhat the best men are to be had when 
they can earn only in the summer 
months? In winter they are forced to 
find other employment, You pay high 
Wages for poor men to work for you 
Seven or eight months in the year, I 
tell you that it would pay you better 
tc give a good man a good wage and 
koep him from year to year.” Mr. 
Grisdale held that dairy farming was 
the most profitable form of agriculture 
Yor Ontario. To get tho utmost profit 
from the farm, however, he insisted 
that the soil should be worked to a 
greator extent; that the farmer should 
Keep all the cows possible, and that he 
should pursue some definite plan in 
regard to a rotation of crops. 


CANADA'S COMPETITORS. 
Mr, J. A. Ruddick, commissioner on 


Now Zealand might fall off, since but- 
fer was the proper dairy product of 
that country. ‘Tho Argentine Repub- 
lic, so often rumored to be a coming 
competitor in the dairy market, would 
never, Mr. Ruddick thought, beoome 
a serious factor in the situation, Ire- 
land had developed a creamery indus- 
try in recent years, so thal there were 
now in the Green Isle over 800 plants. 
Tho annual export of butter to Eng- 
land averaged $30,000,000. — Irish but- 
ter was nearest to Canadian in quality. 
INCREASE IN EXPORTS. 

Mr. M. S. Schell, member for South 
Oxford in the Dominion House, quoted 
figures showing that Canada’s exporls 
of dairy products had increased be- 
tween 1868 and 1903 from $550,000 to 
$24,712,000. Since 1903, the banner year 
in the industry, exports had been low- 
er. For the year ending March, 1908, 
the exports would probably be not 
more than $20,000,000. 

Hon. Nelson Monteith, Minister of 
Agriculture for Ontario, outlined briefly 
the measures which the Government 
are taking for the protection and de 
velopment of the dairy industry.

Mammoth New Well Produces 120,000 
Barrels Per Day. 


A despatch from St. Petersburg says: 
Oil-produeing firms here on Wednesday 
received news from the Caucasus of 
the opening of a mammoth oit gusher 
in the Bibi-Eybat field at Baku, flow- 
ing at the rate of 120,000 barrels a day. 
It far surpasses any Other well in the 
Baku region, and unlike the new gusher 
opened at Surakhant in December, 
which gives 10,000 barrels daily, the 
new Bibi-Eybat gusher was discovered 
in an already exploited ficki. At the 
headquarters here of the producing 
firms of the region where the new 
gusher was found great pleasure is ex- 
pressed over the evidence of the con- 
tinued vitality of the Baku field. Oil 
shares jumped three per cent. on the 
market on account of the discovery. 


SURPLUS OF CARS, 


More Rolling Stock Than Busineks OF- 
fered Demands. 


A despatch from Chicago says: Rail- 
roads of the United States and Canada 
have 206,800 freight cars in excess of 
business demands, according to a state- 
ment that has been issued by the Car 
Service Commission of ‘the American 
Railway Association, Shortages exist 
on only a few roads, the total number 
of additional cars that could be used 
on these lines amounting to 774. The 
figures are compiled from reports made 
{o the committee by 158 railroads. As- 
suming the average value of a car to 
be six hundred dollars, equipment rep- 
resenting $124,080,000 of capital is ly- 
ing idle on side tracks.

EXPENSIVE EXPERIMENT. 
Old Ship of British Navy Will Be Blown 
Up as a Test. 

The okl battleship Colossus has been 
deomed to the fate of the Hero in a 
series of tests of magazine conditions in 
modern warships. 

This is a result of the terrible accident 
in the French battleship Jena, at Toulon, 
eurly last year, caused by the explosion 
of powder in the magazines, A commit- 
tee was appointed by the Admiralty after 
tie disaster to examine the system of 
storing explosives in British warships, 
One outcome of this commilttee’s work 
has been the fitting of a cooling appara- 
tus in the ship's magazines, but the com- 
mitlee is not yet satisfied that absolule 
safety has been insured, 

In order to assist it in ils researches, 
the Admiralty has placed the Colossus at 
its disposal, The Colossus ig to be fitted 
with magazines similar to those in mo- 
dern battleships, and these are to be 
stored with cordite, lyddite and other ex- 
plosives used in the navy. 

A series of temperature tests will then 
be made, and affer as much information 
as possible has been gained on this head 
the charges will be exploded to find oul 
what would be the effect of an accident 
on a British battleship similar to that 
which overtook the Jena. 

The Colossus was built at Portsmouth 
in 1886, al a cost of $3,233,930. She is

THE KISSING GERM 


it le @ Treacherous Reality Accerding 

to These Experiments. 

We come to the danger of the mus. 
tache in the kiss, as recently demon- 
strated by scientific experiments of the 
highest order, followed by conclusive 
results. Of these the most Important 
bave been made by a noted French 
professor whose studies of all ques- 
tions relating to the now thoroughly 
established “germ theory” bavye won 
for him great fame. 

He enlisted the services of two men, 
one shaven, one bearded, and walked 
with them through several streets of 
Paris, the Louyre and several stores, 
finally fetching them in a crowded 
tram car to his laboratory. ‘There, 
waiting with subdued expectancy, was 
a young woman who—probably the 
first experience of the kind in the his- 
tory of her sex—had been hired to be 
kissed. When the professor had made 
certain, by the use of antiseptic prep- 
arations, that no germs lingered upon 
the lips of the mdflen, the shaven 
young man applied his lips to hers in 
the customary manner, The professor 
then passed a sterilized brush over the 
young lady’s lips, dipped it into a 
test tube containing a sterile solution 
of agar-agar and quickly sealed the 
top. 

The girl's lips, and face even, having 
been thoroughly sterilized a second 
time, the bearded man followed the 
example of his shayen companion, and 
the sterilized brush and the test tube 
were again called into play in the same 
manner. During each of the operations 
the young woman held her breath in 
order that no accidental germ might be 
drawn upon her lips from the atmos- 
phere. 

After four days the tubes were open- 
ed. The first, taken from the shaven 
man, was speckled with dots, each of 
which was a colony of yeast germs, 
such as cause mold, but are practically 
harmless. The second, from the mus- 
tached man, literally swarmed with 
malignant microbes. The long, thin tu- 
bercle bacillus was the first found, fol- 
lowed by diphtheria and putrefactive 
germs, minute bits of food, a hair 
from a spider's leg and goodness 
knows what all, so great a variety in 
any case that nobody had the hardi- 
hood to reveal the results of the exper- 
iment to the young lady.—George Har- 
vey in North American Review. 


\A Diamond and a Ruse. 

An amusing story Js told of the way 
the Cullinan diamond—the birthday 
gift of the Transvaal to King Edward 
—was sent to England. It was felt 
that there was a certain amount of 
danger in the railroad journey from 
Johannesburg to Cape Town. Two 
stalwart railway detectives, an hour 
or two before the mail started from 
the gold reef city, were ordered to 
travel with it on special duty. They 
were told to be well armed, and at the 
last moment they were intrusted with 
a& small sealed package, which they 
were directed not to lose sight of until 
they deposited it in the strong room 
of the liner. Learning that it was 
the great diamond, the two men had 
an anxious journey. Some months 
later the truth became known, by the 
Transvaal postmaster general's report, 
that the diamond had really gone in 
the mail as an ordinarily registered 
package. The detectives’ mission was 
simply an elaborate piece of deception. 


The Eagle.on the Coins. 

The new coins made from models 
by Saint Gaudens are not the first on 
which the American eagle is shown 
with plumage furled or at rest. Among 
the “individual coins’ which were is- 
sued in the days of the civil war, when 
there was a gold and silver famine, a 
one cent piece issued by a grocery con- 
cern in this state bore on one side the 
inscription, “Good for one cent—D, L. 
Wing,” and on the reverse side had an 
eagle much like the Saint Gaudens bird, 
Another “good for one cent” coin put 
out by u New York restaurant had an 
efgle at rest perched on a beer barrel. 
—New York Tribune. 


A Dead Nebula, 

A “dead nebula” is one of the most 
singular of strange objects noted in 
the sky. It appears in a recent photo- 
graph by Professor B. B. Barnard and 
is a long, straggling mass in the con- 
Stellation Taurus, eyideutly hiding 
stars behind it. The numerous stars 
nround it suggest that the few within 
its limits must be on this side of it. 
A small luminous portion gradually 
fading out is shown, but it appears 
that the nebula must be a large one 
and that most of it is dead or nonlu- 
minous, being in some places darker 
than starless parts of the sky. 


A Triumph of Cold Storage. 

The trade in California pears is one 
of the triurnphs of cool chamber trans- 
it. Easter Beurres, gathered and pack- 
ed in October, are kept and delivered 
in England in perfect condition during 
the following March, and even after 
being removed from the original pack-

JONTARIO FISH AND 
GAME ASSOGIATION 


A meeting was held in the Town 
Hall on Thursday evening last which, 
considering the blizzard that raged 
throughout the day, was one of the 
most enthusiastic of any kind held in 
some time. The meeting was called 
in the interests of the Ontario Fish 
and Game Association with the object 
of forming a branch lieve for the pro- 
tection of fish and game. : 

Judge Fralick occupied the chair 
and in strong terms called down both 
Governments for the small part they 
had taken in protection of the fish and 
game of our country, 

Mr. A. Kelly Evans, Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Toronto Branch of 
the Association, was called upon and 
corroborated the chairman's remarks 
in connection with the abuse that had 
been permitted to reign supreme over 
the whole province, of the game laws. 
He cited the success which the.Society 
had met with since the year of its for- 
mation, 1905, The first branch was 
started in Toronto in that year, and 
to-day there are in all 86 branches of 
the Society throughout the province, 
He pointed ont what an asset it was 
to protect the fish and game, and 
told of the immense amount of 
money that would be brought in and 
spent in the country if these got the 
proper protection, For example he 
cited the State of Maine whose waters 
30 years ago. were absolutely depleted. 
This state is much the same as Ontario 
in many yespects. A commission 
Were appointed to look into the condi- 
tions of the state of game and fish and 
reported them wbsolutely profitless. 
This state of affairs had been brought 
on, not by sportsmen, but by settlers. 
The state then put laws on their hooks 
guarding thie fish and game, ind war- 
dens were appointed who carried out 
the law. These were rigidly enforced 
and the very best results accrued 
therefrom. In 1908 a commission was
